In the magical days before the internet, where the concept of a fandom is considered 
as some bulky glassed and straight A nerds and geeks enthusiastically jibberjabbering 
about the classic era Star Wars movies, or the best Dungeons and Dragons strategies to 
each other, there were a limited selection of publications for the fandoms to read. 
Hence this is a special file about history and zines, we're gonna look at the zines 
that basically passed the light to us as a zine about fandoms and popular culture. 
("FANDOM Times", anyone?) 


WEST MICHIGAN FANDOM TIMES/FANDOM TIMES 


In the year 1984 (yes, literally 1984, the spooky scary year), of the January, a guy 
named Kevin Collier starts a zine in Nunica, Michigan, named West Michigan Fandom 
Times, dedicated to independent comic makers. With a little charge of 25¢ per issue, 
the zine lasted 6 issues as the West Michigan Fandom Times, to change it's name to a 
simple Fandom Times in the May's seventh issue, openly starting to declare a bimonthly 
schedule the magazine gonna follow, releasing the last known issue of the zine with 
it's tenth issue of I985's spring. 


Zines About Fandoms 


MANGAJIN: PREDECESSOR OF HIRAGANA TIMES 


As we said on the subtitle, Mangajin is specializes to teaching Japanese through 
mangas, but also with articles about the "The Sunrise Land". 


Starting from June 1990, Mangajin had the mission of showing what's the life like 
Japan to the Western world (after the decades of xenophobia against the Japanese 
coming from World War 2) when the Japanese language boom (or Cool Japan as a whole) 
has been emerged in the late 80's, starting with Japanimations (or animes) has been 
distributed to the North America via both cartoon channels, home releases, and with 
pirating and fansubtitling. Like the Japanese homegrown Hiragana Times would also do 
with their bilingual cultural articles (starting from the year I986) for the 
foreigners living in Japan, instead of manga series Mangajin officially licensed for 
educational purposes (noting that Mangajin also had it's fair share of cultural 
articles about Japan for the entertainment purposes.). 


Due to the financial issues, Mangajin officially ended publication with their 
seventieth issue, what's released on December 1997.
